The Jerusalem District Court yes- 
terday ruled in favour of a coupie 
of potential immigrants from the 
U.S. who sought to purchase 2 small 
home in the. Jewish Quarter of the 
Old City, ‘The court dismissed an 
application of the Company for the 
Reconstruction of the Jewish Quar- 
ter to cancel an Injunction obtained 


Jsage_and Bracha Bayowitz of 
Miami Beach, Florida, put in 2 bid 
te purchasé a one-and-a-half room 
fiat in the Jewish Quarter a year 
ago. The bid wes approved; and 
their son, David Adan, who lives 
in’ Israel, was called to the com- 
pany's offices to draw up the pur- 
chase contract. But at the end of 
1974 the company notified the Ba- 
yowitzes It would not sign the con. 
tract with them before they came 
to Israel. 

The couple replied that they in- 
tended to immigrate in the near 
future and gave their son power 
of attorney to sign the contract. 
But the notified them that 
if they did not arrive in Jerusatem 
within five days they would lose 
their option to the fat. 

When their protestations proved 
to no avail, lawyer Meir Shechter 
obtained a temporary injunction in 
their name, proventing the company 
from i or leasing the flat 
which it had approved for the Ba- 
yowitzes. 

In dismissing the company's ap- 
plication to get this injunction can- 
celled, the District Court yesterday 
ruled that the company's five-day 
condition was clearly intended to 
disqualify the American couple for 
the flat to which they were entitled. 
The company knew when it ap- 
proved the Bayowitzea’ candidacy 
that they were living abroad. Al- 
though candidates for Jewish Quar- 
ter flats must undertake to live in 
their flats once they get the keys, 
lt is immaterial whether the Po 
tential purchasers are in Israel at 
the time the contract is signed. 

‘The company’s five-day demand 
was unfair, the court ad- 
ded, in view of the fact that the 
Bayowitzes had declared their in- 
tention to immigrate to Israel and 
had asked for a reasonable 
period of time in which to get their 
affaira in order.

“Israel is all that Vietnam was 
not," Eban told the press here, 
“Israe] has not asked foreign sol- 
diers to defend her. And by no 
Stretch of the imagination can one 
Present the Arab-Israel conflict as 
ἃ fratricidal war." 

Mr. Eban, asked whether Israeli 
political leaders should receive fees 
for speeches abroad, said: “It is 
customary in the U.S. to receive 
payment for lectures; I can see no 
harm in it.” 

A Mews report last week said 
Eban's New York agent had pro- 
mised the Jewish Students Associa- 
tion at New York's Queens College 
“an unforgettable experience” if 
they booked the former Foreign 
Minister for their annual Israel 
Night. But the students, deterred 
by Eban’s special student rate of

Lebanese ship - 
‘stuck’ in 
Haifa Port

HAIFA. The small Lebanese 
freighter which was arrested in 
Israeli waters over a fortnight ago, 
appears to be stranded in Haifa. 
The wooden ship, driven by sails 
and an auxiliary motor, had been 
on her way from Egypt to Leba- 
non, with an Egyptian crew of eight 
and a cargo of straw and seaweed, 
when she drifted into local waters 
due to a mechanical breakdown. 

The Coastal Police's examination 
of the motor revealed that it was 
completely worn out and would need 
& complete overhaul, costing thou- 
sands of pounds. Declaring the re- 
pair to be “excessive” and fearing 
it might encourage the crews of si- 
milar boats that ply regularly he. 
tween Egypt and Lebanon to start 
making “pilgrimages” into Israeli 
waters to be “caught” and have 
their motors repaired free of charge, 
the authorities issued an expulsion 
order against the vessel and her 
crew.

‘Technion dispute called to| 


fight discrimination’ 


HAIFA. — “The demand of the 
Technion’s administrative staff to be 
ted free university tuition for 
their children, as, the management 
has granted the faculty members, 
is a moral issue and in my opinion 
is a symptom of what is happening 
in Israeli society,” Haifa Labour 
Council paneer, Eliezer Molk told 

He was prey why the coun- 
cil had decided to back the staff's 
demand and has called a strike to 
begin in 10 days. 

Mr. Molk stressed that the de- 
mand was not for money or im- 
proved Social benefits, “but to eli- 
minate discrimination between two 
groups of employees at the same 
institution.” (Children of the aca- 
demic staff can attend any univer- 
sity, and the Technion will pay the 
tuition. But the children of- admi-. 
nistrative staff — although they 
can attend the Technion free — do 
not have the same deal.) 

Mr. Molk said the country might 
well be unable to afford free uni- 
versity education for every citizen. 
“But somebody is ible for 
having granted the privilege to the 
children of the academic staff,” he 
said, broadly hinting at Finance Mi- 


nister Y. Rabinowitz, who must ap- 
prove the labour contracts at the 
universities." 

He stressed that this was another 
case of “the more congenial the 
work is, the better the conditions” 
~- which he considered “a holdover 
from mandate days.” Another such 
case which he cited is that of 
shorter summer hours for clerks 
whs often work in airconditioned 
offices, while manual labourers at 
the same enterprise have to put in 
the full eight-hour day under much 
more difficult conditions, 

Mr. Molk added that, once the 
Technion dispute is settled, “we shal? 
not hesitate to make the same de- 
mand at Haifa University.” 


The Technion’s stand on the mat- 
ter is that “the line had to be 
drawn somewhere” and that it could 
not use public funds to give free 
tuition to the staff's children. How- 
ever, it has not been able to explain 
why it granted the same demand 

to its academic staff only last Au- 
gust — and the money’ for them 
would come from the same public 
funds. The only explanation given 
so far is that “we granted it under 
duress.”

Not that the tours 
need be leisurely, but they should 
be planned in such a fashion that 
what is shown during the day is re- 
inforced in the evening — after the 
tour or even the night before — by 
slide lecture on the subject, per- 
haps even a short film, with ample 
time for questions and answers. 
10-DAY TASTE 

Ten days is a bare minimum “to 
taste the Holy Places’: 21 days is 
a@ bare minimum to see Israel. Of 
the time spent here, three or four 
days should be spent in Jerusalem 
and Bethlehem (“it would take a 
month at least to tour these twa ci- 
ties properly,” Mr. Johnsop says — 
and he has spent much time in Is- 
raell; four to five deys in the North 
(Nazareth, Capernaum, etc.), one day 
in a kibbutz, and one day in Tel 
Aviv. 

This is the minimum tour; but the 
maximum will spill over into that 
part of Israel which is not ancient 
history, but part of modern history. 

He believes that Christian pilgrims 
are intensely interested in knowing 
more about Judaism, especially 
about those places which served as 
the cradle of Christianity. They 
would like to hear lectures on the 
subject. But not everyone agrees 
with him. One speaker told me that 
‘most Christians might welcome one 
lecture; they might tolerate a second; 
but they would not turn up for a 
third. They certainly like to hear 8. 
different point of view, but not too 
much of one.”

DANCE BED © RA SOWDEN 
A little gutsy humour 


AS ALWAYS, ballet looked beauti- 
ful in the Jerusalem Theatre, and 
the Bat-Dor Company, appearing in 
the framework of the theatre's 
“Spring Festival,” took full advant- 
age of this. 

Two new works by American 
choreographer Paul Sanssardo were 
Premiered and flanked by two re- 
vivals from the repertoire, well 
chosen for contrast and compari- 
son. For instance, the Sanasardo’s 
serious “Pearl River” was matched 
by the solemn thinkpiece of Mi- 
chel Descombey,“The Wait.” Though 
neither was the most successful 
achievement of the programme, both 
were counterpoised to the comic 
fantasies of Sanasardo's “Sketches 
tor Nostalgic Children” and Charles 
Czarny's “Concerto Grosso.” All four 
ballets demonstrated how much more 
entertaining a lUttle gutsy humour 
can be as opposed to a lot of mys. 
tical make-believe. 


Such outstanding dancers as 
Jeannette Ordman, Anna Marie Tan- 
nenbaum and Yehuda Maor deserved 
better than the tortured twists of 
“Pearl River" against the’ devastat- 
ing sound of Japanese Fukushima. 
They evoked admiration for their 
powerfully controlled mevement in 
strenuous solo, duo and trio but 
they left a puzzled and uneasy 
feeling about this “Milky Way" (as 
the programme described it}. Only 
Dani Karavan’s set with its long 
white bands and its occult circles on 
the floor suggested some clues to 
the outerspace implications. While 
on a different plane, ‘The Wait’ 
(music —Sergiu Natra) also explor- 
ed the inner mysteries, showing the 
company at its most polished and 
least attractive, 


On the other hand, to music of 
Joplin jazz and Gottschalk senti- 
ment {which mixed remarkably well) 
Sanasardo harkened to old-time 
dance styles with a modern eye but 
with a satirical fondness and ironi- 
eal earthiness. The 1924 “Hotel” re- 
Called the orgy of this “Carnival,” 
but here the couples were live and 
only the female bosoms and behinds 
were foamrubber. Even though all 
this belonged more ito circus than 
stage, the fun was lively and the 
dancing had edge. A 1915 couple 
“Strolling the Park" in 
sailor suits brought in Yair Vardi 
whose clean and purposeful line 
was a pleasure to watch. He was 
ably -partnered by Lea Lichtenstein. 
Jumping back another 15 years to 
the Strong-Man period, David Dvir 
Practically dominated “Phip and 


an elegant and graceful Miriam. 
Zamir dancing like a flame or 
stepping over servants or giving 
them flowers in “spectre-de-la-rose” 
pensiveness. Dani Karavan's props 
helped to create the atmosphere. 
Also in episodes, but seven of 
them, ‘'Concerto Grosso" charming- 
ly demonstrated how exercises could 
be turned into dance — a very wel- 
come reminder in a time when most 
choreographers are doing the very 
Opposite. “Warm-Up” needed more 
steadiness from the company but 
their style became more precise with 
each successive episode.

AS A CORRECTIVE to the black 
spectacle of Southeast Asia, it is 
useful to what has been 
happening here-in the Persian Guilt. 
For the States in this area, which 
bas become one of supreme strategic 
importance, are heading towards an 
easing of tensions. 

This detente in the Gulf has been 
arranged locally, not by the Great 
Powers. And that pattern, far more 
than what is happening in Southeast 
Asia, asserts the direction of the 
future all over the world. 

Six months ago, when I last visit- 
ed the Gulf, an ugly confrontation 
was shaping up between Iran. on 
the east bank and the Arab states 
on the west bank. At the heart of 
the trouble was a border conflict 
between the radical government of 
Iraq and the Shah of Iran who 
was supporting the Kurdish minor- 
ity in a revolt against Iraqi 
authority. 

The Shah was also at odds with 
Saudi Arabje. The Saudis contested 
both his drive for higher ofl prices 
and his push for a role 85 a pro- 
tecting power on both sides of the 
Gulf, The smaller. Arab states, fear- 


ful of taking sides. were walking 
on eggshells. 
Since then, the climate fas 


changed completely. Iraq, tired of 
wasting its strength in vain forays 
against the Kurds, has come to 
terms with the Shah. The Shah has 
allowed the Kurdish revolt to col- 
lapse. In return he gets favourable 
settlement of ‘the border conflict 
plus tacit acceptance by Iraq of 
Iran's role on hoth sides of the 
Gulf. 

Saudi Arabia, the third big power 
in the Gulf, has joined in the 
rapprochement. In February, the 
Saudis cut oil production, thus 
serving the need of Iran and Iraq 
for high oil prices which generate 
the income they require for their 
ambitlous development plans. In 
return for concessions from the 
smaller Arab states, the Saudis have 
algo accepted Iran's role on both 
sides of the Gulf. 

Now the smaller states are swing- 
ing toward accommodation in 2 
series of border settlements. One 
deal involves Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates midway up 
the Guif. As part of a general ter- 
ritorial agreement, the Saudis are 
going to cede claims to the oil lands 
around Buraimi Oasis. In return, 
the Saudis are going to get an 
additional corridor to the Gulf 
where they can build a new port 
and refinery.
